Subject's services, it is recommended that a Ixovisional Opera- 
tional Clearance be issued for Subject* s use as a contractual agent 
engaged as a flight engineer aboard the covert plane opera- 

ting in Germany, Italy and Greece in connection with project BGFlEIvD, 

3, Inasmuch as there is a calculated security risk involved 
in using an individual on a provisional ojerational clearance, you 
should use frecautlon iti the handling of subject until a full clear- 
ance is granted. 

4, This Provisional Operational Clearance is recommended for 
a period of ninety days subject to renewal if the full clearance
